Spreckels’s Hawaii Republic 
Falls Through. 


The Island Planters are Largely in 
‘Favor of Annexation. 


Hauling Down the Flag Keeps Blount 
on Active Duty. 


The Commissioner Fears Trouble Might 
Arise, and Declines Invitations to 
Visit Any of the Other 
Isiands. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San Francisco, May 12.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The steamer Monowal, 
from Australia via. Honolulu, arrived 
this evening with the latest details of 
the political situation in:the Hawaiian 
Islands. 

Honouciv, May 4.—[Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.| The propo- 
sition to establish a Hawaiian republic, 
which has* probably never been seri- 
ously entertained, even by those ad- 
vancing it, since the creation of the 
provisional government, has not been 
materially promoted during the past 
week. A meeting of planters was in- 
vited by Claus Spreckels on April 25, 
at which the latter explained his tdeas 
ofa republic in detail, and offered for 
adoption a communication to President 
Cleveland opposing annexation because 
of the difficulties it would place in the 
way of obtaining 

CHEAP LABOR, 

which is necessary to plantation work. 
The matter was not discussed at any 
length, except by Spreckels, himself; 
and the communication was referred to 
a committee. At a subsequent meeting 
the communication was sheived, some 
of the planters present declaring them- 
selves ready tO concede anything to 
secure annexation. 

The convention of the Hawaiian 
Patriotic League assembled on May 1, 
there being abont fifty delegates present 
from all of the islands. The object of 
the convention was to frame a memo- 
rial to Commissioner Blount, which 
would be an expression of the natives’ 
wishes in the matter of government. 
Such a memorial, which was against 
the annexation movemént, was after- 
ward presented to Blount. _ 

ANNEXATION CLUB. 

A delegation from the Maui Annex- 
ation Club called on Commissioner 
Biount on May 1. The chairman, in 


addressing the commissioner, said that } 


the delegation wished to assure him 
that the annexation sentiment is grow- 
ing in favor among the natives, as well 
as the foreigners of the Island of Maui. 


“Commissioner Blount, in repiying to 


the address, asked the chairman if, in 
the event of annexation, the natives 
would expect to become -voters. 
chairman replied that they would ex- 
pect it. 

The natives of the other islands are 
exceedingly desirous that the commis- 
sioner should pay them a visit, and it is 
not to be questioned but that his recep- 
tion by them would exceed that given 
to any other personage except the 
Queen. Mr. Blount at different times 


has expressed different ideas as to the 


trip. To a member of the Supreme 
Bench he said a few days ago: 
BLOUNT’S FEARS. 

“I do not want to go to the other 
islands. I have taken considerable re- 
sponsibility upon myself in lowering 
the flag, and I wantto remain here so 
that I can order the troops ashore in 
case of an trou ble.’’ 

It is thought by very many of.the peo- 
ple here that. the commissioner will or- 
der the American flag hoisted again 
above the government building before 
he returns home. 

The situation here may be summed 
up in a few words: The provisional 
government believes itself strong 
enough to quell any internal disturb- 


ance and maintain itself in authority. | 


The Minister of Finance states that the 
means for carrying on the government 
are ample. The annexation sentiment 
is quietly strengthening, but the delay 


in the settlement of the question is tell- | 


ing with effect on 
BUSINESS INTERESTS 
that desire to expend or invite cap- 
ital, and the hope is expressed that 
Congress will not long withhold its de- 
cision after the commissioner's report 
has been received. 

British Minister Wodehouse has writ- 


ten his home government, ssking that 


the cruiser Hyacinthe be allowed to re- 

main on this station untfi the pending 

political troubles shall have been set- 

tled.

TREASON LAWS. 

The government has lately been re- 
vising its sedition and treason laws. 
Councillor Emmeluth recently intro- 
duced the following resolution: 

WHEREAS, the provisional government of 
the Hawaiian Islands was organized on the 
17th day of January for the purpose of 
furthering the annexation of these islands 
to the United States; and, 

WHEREAS, this provisional government 

as heen recognized by all of the represent- 
atives of foreign powers as the sole gov- 
ernment of these islands: 

Resolved, that agitation for the restora- 
tion of the ex-Queen or for any political 
purpose other than that for which this gov- 
ernment has been organized, is hereby de- 
clared to come within the meaning of the 
Sedition Act passed by these councils on 
January 30 of this year, and the police de- 
partmentis hereby instructed to procéed 
against all persons making themselves 
liable under this act. 


PEACEFUL DISCUSSIONS. 

Considerable discussion followed in 
the council, several members arging the 
adoption of the resolution. 

Atty.-Gen. Smith said the ygovern- 
ment should deal cautiously in the mat- 
ter, as there was danger of going too 
far. He believed in peaceful discussibn, 
which was certainly lawful. 

Vice-President Damon thought it 
showed weakness to attemptto sup- 
press movements, even favorable to re- 
storation) He thought the freedom of 
the press favorable to safety, but did 


not, however, belicve in license. He

thought the government was strong 
enough now to stand without the pro- 
‘tection of extremc measures. The res- 
olution, which has been the subject pf 
much censurefrom the opposition press,

OCEAN GREYHOUNDS. 


The Beats the Eastward- 
bound Reeord. 


She Makes the Run from New York to 
Queenstown in Five Days, Seventeen 
Hours and Forty-two

QUEENSTOWN, May 12.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.}| The new Cunard 
steame? Compania arrived this morning 
from New York. beating the record for 
an eastward passage, and doing the trip 
in 5 days 17 hours 42 minutes. There 
was great jubilation over the victory. 
It was a race between the Campania 
andthe Paris of the American line. 
The Paris passed the Sandy Hook light- 
ship at 10:58 a.m. on Saturday, May 6, 
and the Campania at 11:13. The lat- 
ter grined steadily on her rival, and 
passed her i0% miles east of Sandy 
Hook. From that time on, the Cam- 
pania did not sight the Paris. The best 
previous eastward time was that of the 
American liner New York, which was 
made last Au ‘ust. Jt was 5 days 19 


hours 

The Carrare compaty- made arrange- 
ments to land the passengers of 
the Campania on the arrival of 
the  .steamer tonight. This is 
unprecedented in the history of 
transatlantic travel. The office of 


the company was thronged with an ex- 
cited crowd of people.

Paris, May 12.—|By Cable and Asso- 
ciated’ Press.| Sir Charles Russell con- 
tinued his address in behalf of the Brit- 
isl case before the Bering Sea Tribunal 
of Arbitrationtoday. Sir Charles dis- 
cussed the rights of Russia in Bering 
Sea under the treaties between’ Russia 


ang the United States and between Rus- 


sia and Great Britain. Sir Charles con- 
tended that the treaties in question re- 
cognized merely territorial rights. Sir 
Charles next referred to the forged in- 
terpolations inthe American case as 
originally presented, and argued that 
when the forgeries were extracted from 
the case nothing remained of the rights 
claimed to have been derived from Rus- 
sia. 

American Agent John W. Foster ex- 
plained that the contents of the docu- 
ments were unknown until the Ameri- 
can case was prepared. As soon as the 
forgery was discovered the documents 
were withdrawn. 

Sir Charles replied that while the 
documents were withdrawn the formal 
case depending on the documents was 
not materially changed. 

Hon. E. J. Phelps of the American 
counsel retored that the American case 
had been restated in the counter case. 

The discussion was acrid in character, 
the proceedings since Sir Charles began 
having been characterized by more 
heat and temper than at any time since 
the opening of the tribunal. 

Sir Charles Russell contended that 
the American. statutes had not 
intended, originally, to treat the 
Bering Sea as a mare clausum, 
but American courts so interpreted 
them at the instance of the American 
Government. In proof of this asser- 
tion he cited a copy ofa brief for the 
United States, in whichthe doctrine of 
mare clausum was the only one relied 
on by the counsel. 

Phelps. We dispute the authenticity 
of that copy. - 

Russell. I am prepared forthwith to 
submit a proof of its authenticity. If 
the correctness of the copy is really 
questioned, why not the original. which 
was produced long since? Continuing 
his argument, Sir Charles said that the 
court which condemned the vessels 
seized in Bering Sea sat asa municipal 
court, interpreting American law, and 
not asa prize court, administering in- 
ternational law. This proved beyond 
dispute that seizures were made on the 
gtound of the whole being a _ por- 
tion ot United States territory, and 
not on the ground of those novel 
principles of international law enunci- 
ated by the United States counsel at 
the opening of the arbitration. In con- 
clusion Sig Charles demanded that the 
tribunal pronounce as illegal the seiz- 
ures made by the United Statesin Ber- 
ing Sea. 

Senator Morgan. If the seizures can 
be justified on other principles than 
those advanced at the hearings of the 
case, is it not open to the United States 
to raise them? 

Sir Charles Russell. No; the United 
States seized vessels on certain grounds. 
A judge punished the men in accord- 
ance therewith. A great nation can 
not shift and change her position. 
Moreover, the reasons now advanced, 
even if admitted, do not justify the 
fining and imprisoning of sailors. 


SPANISH LAWMAKERS. 


The Cortes in Sesston After Sitting Fifty- 
four Hours. 


‘Manni, May 12.—[By Cable and As- 


sociated Press.} The Cortes has fin- 


ished the fifty-fourth hour of continous 
sitting. The members and ministers 
are exhausted. Many sleep half the 
time and are aroused by their colleagues 
only when a vote istaken. This even- 
ing was devoted to discussions concern- 
ing the motion to give the governmenta 
free hand to settlethe question of mu- 
nicipal electious. The Republicans and 
Carlists display apparently unbroken 
stubbornness. Neyertheless, it is be- 
lieved the motion will be passed. 

A ministerial crisis is imminent, and 
popular excitement does not abate. 
Crpwads still fill the streets and open 
spaces near the pariiamentary build- 
ings. Scores of policemen are con- 
stantly on duty in the immediate neigh- 
borhood, to prevent riotous demonstra- 
tions by keeping the people moving. 
The guards were strengthened today, 
and are in charge of the corridors and 
lobby up to the doors of the chamber. 

A counter motion of the Republicans 
against leaving the government free in 
the matter of municipal elections was 
rejected by a vote of 126to 21. The 
Republican deputies retired to confer, 
leaving but two men to watch the gov- 
ernment. Almost immediately the men 
on watch summoned them back in all 
haste. It was too late, however. The 
original bill, postponing the election, 
had already been rushed through the 
house by the ministers. 

The Republican members at once 
withdrew from the building. As they 
appeared ina body in the street they 
were cheered repeatedly by the thick- 
ening crowd. It spread like magic, 
and before the deputies reached the 
Republican Clu thousands were march- 
ing behind them, shouting ‘Long live 
the republic:’’ 

ln the meantime, some 10,000 men 
and women had assembled near the 
parliamentary building, and were 
cheering for the republic. The police 
ordered them to disperse. They re- 
fused todoso. The police charged and 
were repulsed. Three companies of 
reinforcements were summoned. All 
ehargeé. with drawn sabres, and di- 
vided the ‘mob and scattered the groups 
through the side streets. 

At 9:15, when the Cortes adjourned, 
most of the people had been driven off, 

and the Ministerialists were in no 
danger of being molested. 

At 11 30 o'clock the streets near the 
middle of the city were still crowded. 
The Republican deputies, it is said, con- 
template resigning ina body from the 
Cortes. The government is taking all 
precautions to protect public buildings, 
and preyent the publication of Republi- 
can manifestos in this. city or inthe 
provinces.

Under 
this resolution, Midway Plaisance will 
also be thrown open. Edwin Walker, 
attorney for the board, submitted an 
opinion on the question, and on the 
strength of this opinion the board 
acted. Briefly, Walker decided that 
the exposition is one thing, and the ex- 
position grounds an altogether distant 
and separate thing. Unless. the 
National Commission acts vigorously to 
prevent it, Jackson Park will be open 


on Sundays, the exposition a re- 
maining closed.

The Wouder of Siate Writing. 

The usual method of procedure in slate 
writing is for the mediums to sit around a 
table, two of the mediums holding the slate 
beneath the table, while the others rest 
their hands flatly on top of it. A’ general 
silence is preserved, except an occasional 
sacred song sung in a soft tone of voice. 
Generally raps are first heard, sometimes 
upon the slate and sometimes on the table, 
and frequently beating time to the music. 
Then, if the conditions be good, a scratch- 
ing is presently heard on the slate and is 
ended by three raps, signifying that the 
writing is finished. The slate is then taken 
from beneath the table and examined, when 
@ message is found, generally directed to 
some one in the audience and signed by a 
departed relative or friend of the person. 

“T have seen,” said a business man who 
has been an interested investigator of these 
curious manifestations, ‘‘a newly purchased 
double slate, washed perfectly clean, placed 
beneath the table, myself holding one end 
of the slate, and presently a message is 
written between the slates. No pencil was 
in the slate und in fact, tomy knowledge, 
not one was in the, house or had been for 
months. These messages are sometimes 
written in two or more colors, and I have 
seen as many as four different and clearly 
distinct handwritings received during an 
evening, the same mediums holding the 
slates each time.’’—Indianapolis Journal.

The strange disappearance of C. P. Potter

Some time ago he invested’ in eighty acres 
in Oregon, which afterward became the 
site for a town. He was. offered 
about $20;000 for his property, and was 
going up to close the deal, ne with him 
the sum above mentioned. Conductor 
Duddleson when consulted could remember 
of no such man boarding his train, so 
there isa doubt as to his really starting 
on the journey. A telegram to the 
town in Oregon inguiring if Mr. Potter had) 
reached there brought a prompt re- 
ply that nothing had been seen or heard of 
him. As he was a‘temperaté man of good. 
habits and his domestic relations of the 
happiest, foul play of some kind is sus- 
pected. His wife, Mrs. Amanda Potter, and 
Mr. Lamb have just returned from 
Los Angeles and San Pedro, where they 
went to get some clew of the missing man. 
Not the slightest trace could be discovered, 
however, and the matter has been piaced 
inthe hands of Chief of Police Glass of’ 
that city, who will make every possible 
effort to learn of Mr. Potter's where- 
abouts. ;The missing man owns eighty 
acres in the artisian belt just north of Mr, 
G. M. Green's resideuce, and has a family of 
five. children: He -has-lived here three 
years. His wife mentions an odd occur- 
rence which may be of some value in find- 
ing him. While packing his satchel he 
putin an old razor anda pair of wornout 
gloves. When askéd why he wanted such 
uscless articies he said: “Oh, I may necd 
themto help the sailors holda rope, or 
for some such purpose.’ He had made the 
trip down here on shipboard and had been 
called upon occasionally to assist the sail- 
ors. He didn'texplain why he took the 
razor. His wife entertains no idea that he 
has committed suicide. She fears that he 
was waylaid tor the large sum of money he 
carried on his person.

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THE MILES TRIAL. 


Chief Glass in Answer to the Argument of 
Mr. Shinn. 

Chief of Police Glass, in reply to cer- 
tain remarks made by Mr. Shinn of coan- 
sel for the defense, in the Miles mur- 
der trial, yesterday made the following 
statement: 


Jseein the report of the Miles trial in 
the final argument. before the jury. that 
Mr Shinn goes out of his way to score me. 
He says with great wonder, where did the 
hammer come from, saying it might have 
been a butcher's hammer, etc. Now, he 
(Mr. Shinn) knows very well who it be- 
longed to, for he sent E. J. Hall, the owner, 
to Judge M. T. Owens with a note saying it 
was Hall's hammer. and he isa machinist 
and not a butcher. and didn't deal in 
biood. He (Hall) told me he gave the ham. 
mer to Miles, and Miles putit in a cupboard 
and locked it up, and this is the reason no 
one around the saloon recognizedor knew 
the hammer. Miles admits it was Hall's 
hammer, and it was in his charge because 
he, Miles and Miller were the only ones 
that had a key to the cupboard where it 
was. In regard to the keys, they belonged 
to the saloon, part of them were keys to 
the front door, but for some cause the own- 
ers of the saloon had changed the lock and 
they were notin use atthattime. This he 
knew as well as he knew who owned the 
hammer. Iinregardtothe keys, I wanted 
to use them in the previous examination, 
but for some cause they were not called 
for. In regard tosetting up jobs lam not 
that kind of a man; neither dol believe 
any of my detectives are. On the other 
hand their honor and integrity is as good 
as Mr. Shinn’s. All of this superfiuous 
‘rot’ used by attorneys in their arguments 
to prejudice juries against policemen is 
far-fetched for a respectable attorney to 
use in court when he knows better. 

Inthe report of Mr. Shinn’s remarks 
in the Miles trial, the reference to Dr. 
Kannon is Hable to be misconstrued, 
From the language used, it would ap- 
pear as if the statement was made that 
the doctor and officer McGuire were 
left in charge of the place after Miller 
was found murdered. Mr. Shinn’'s 
meaning was that the prosecution re- 
fused to place the doctor on the stand, 
asthey did at the first examination. 
Dr. Kannon’s only connection with the 
case wasthatof performing the au- 
topsy by order of the Coroner.

My last bulletin gave forecasts of the 
storm wave to cross the continent from 
May 15 to 19, andthe next will reach 
the PacificCoast about the 20th, cross 
the Western tnountains by close of the 
21st, the great central valievs fromthe 
22dto 24th, and the Eastern States 
about the 25th.

Records of ‘Great Floods. 

Geologists tell ns that the ancient 
oceans and seas were very small as 
compared to those ofthe present. How 
could they have been so greatly in- 
creased withcut a flood’ It might be 
claimed that the increase has beetl 
slow, gradual. But we must remember 
that the earth is now absorbing the 
waters ofthe oceans. In the deepest 
mines water, in old cavities, is found 
running down toward the center of 
the earth, and if there are cavities 
enough inthe earth they will eventa- 
ally absorb all the water of the oceans. 

If geologists are correct when they 
declare that volcanoes are fed by 
heated lava from the central and mol 
ten portions of the earth, vast cavities 
are constantly forming by the throw- 
ing up of that lava, and these will con- 
tinue to absorb the waters as long as 
volcanoes burn out, leaving great hol- 
low interiors. 

Manv years ago, about 1860,I1 saw 
the necessity for an accumulation of 
water from some outside source, in of: 
der tc account for the oceans being 
deeper now than formerly. and I hada 
theory that, during the 26.000 years 
required for our sun and solar system 
to go once around their great center, 
they encountered vast nebulous forma- 
tions of aqueous matter which enor- 
mously increased the amount of rainfall, 
but while this theory is not without ar 
guments to support it. I have i 
given it up for the better support 
theory advocated by Profs. Vail; Tot- 
ten, Henry, Tice and others, that our 
earth was dnce surrounded by water 
belts as is now the case with Jupiter, 
Saturn and other planets. 

The outside ring of Saturn is 10,000 
miles deep, although.very narrow, and 
the inside ring is not more than 10,000 
miles from the belts of the planet. As 
the outer ring is 173,000 miles in di- 
ameter this shows the rings, altogether, 
to be about 37,000 miles deep all 
around the planet, and if those riags— 
saying nothing of the vastly deep and 
universal belts nearer the planet— 
were to fall onto the body of Saturn it 
would cause a universal cataclysm on 
that planet equal to all that is claimed 
for Noah's flood, and the fall of our 
drift clays as argued by Ignatius Don- 
nelly, and the fall of carbon as claimed 
by Prof. Vail and others. 

+ Geologists generilly admit that the’ 
absorption of ocean waters by the earth 
has greatly lowered the surface of the 
oceans. ‘Those who believe the egth’s 

crust to be about fifteento twenty miles 
in depth say that crust would absorb 
enough waterto lower the oceans 400 
feet, while others estimating the crust 
to be 100 miles thick claim that it 
would absorb enough to lower the 
oceans from twenty-five hundred to eight 
thousand feet. I regard the interior 


of the earth heat theery to be childish 


nonsense not worthy of a discussion, 
The earth is solid to the center and 
fissures, probably, running all through 
it, have absorbed vast quantities of 
ocean water. 

As geologists believe that they have 
unmistakable evidences that the an- 
cient oceans were very smail, there Las 
evidently been a great change in the 
amoint of water on the earth, and had 
there not been a recent flood the earth 
would have absorbed its fill of water 
long ago, if, as all geologists assert, 
our planet is millions of years old. The 
facts of geology will not permit any 
other conclusion than that there have 
been great floods that came from space. 
Among these indisputable facts are the 
frequent total destruction of anima! life 
as recorded inthe earth's strata, accom- 
panied by a change in the waters of the 
oceans and followed by new life forms, 

Our earth once hada heavier atmos 
phere than now. The enormous ani- 
mals that have become exti@ct.required 
a deeper, denser atmosphere than we 
now have. A heavier atmosphere 
would produce’ larger and more un- 
wieldy animals than now-can exist on 
the earth, and they would be longer 
lived. If man existed then, the condi- 
tions that developed. the mammoth and 
the great sea animals would alsp have 
developed a long-lived race of giants. 
We are not without evidences of a race 
of giant’s before Noah’s flood, and a 
people who lived to great ages. 

Is there any other way by which the 
atmosphere of aucient ages could have 
become vastly heavier than now except. 
by the suspension of aqueous and other 
matter. as we now see in the belts of 
other planets, and can the snadden 
changes in the waters of our oceaus, of 
animal forms, of the evident weight of 
our atmosphere, be accounted for in 
any other way than by a downfall of 
aerial matter, thereby leaving a lighter 
atmosphere and forming fresh water 
oceans’ 

About the time marked by the geo- 
logica! record for a gréat flood of 
waters the earth is known to have been 
covered by fresh water seas, while the 
earlier deposits give evidence of seas 
strongiy impregnated with salt, lime, 
carbon and other minerals. How could 
such achange occur other than bya 
flood, not from clouds in the atmos- 


_ourtime, but from great belts thous- 


ands of miles in depth, that had been 
revolving around our earth for ten . 
thousand vears or more. 

The scientist who demands that the 
records.of Noah’s flood must be con- 
demned will find his own theories con- 
demned by the geologic records of the 
earth.

There is enough at the fair now in 
readiness to keep a thoughtfal man busy 
all ‘summer, and the great show will 
grow better every day, despite predic- 
tions and maledictions.

It would be a great 
pointer for the next general campaign. 


Tus last Legislature passed ‘‘a day of 
rest’’ law, which received the approval 
of the Governor. This compels an em- 
ployer to give an employé one day's 
rest im seven. when he demands it. 
The law is especially aimed at bakers, 
restaurant and saloonmen. who are 
prone to insist on continuous service. 
The Bakers’ Union of San Francisco 
has just had a boss baker arrested for a 
Violation of this law, probably witha 
view of testing its constitutionality. 


EpwWarkpD ATKINSON, who has given 
much time and careful attention to the 
question of farm mortgages, asserted 
in a recent interview witha New York 
reporter that Western farmers are not 
so heavily incumbered by obligations 
as is generally believed by the public. 
He deciares that his investigations have 
led him to believe that the representa- 
tives of the agricultural industry, even 
in the West, are carrying a less indebr. 
edness than the representatives of a}. 
most any other important branch of in- 
dustry in the country. 


Jerry Rvsk, in imitation «of 
Cincinnatus, has returned to the plow. 
He says: ‘I shall go back to my farm 
in Western Wisconsin and resume just 
where I left off four years ago. I fol- 
low farming not for sentiment or pas- 
time, but to make it pay; sol shal! 
start to raising hay and grass and 
breeding swine and cattle as of old.”’’ 
That dashes our hopes to a certain ex- 
tent, for we would have been glad to 
have Uncle Jerry take up farming in 
Southern California, along with Farmer 
Medill and other notables. 


“It is evident that if this immensely in- 


creased output is dumped on the marker 


without system there will be a break in 
prices, and the prune-growers will be 
in a similar position to that which has 
been occupied by the raisin-growers for 
several years past.’’ 

The prune-growers have already re- 
alizea the exigencies of the situation, 
and are preparing to market their crop 
with system. They are not striking.for 
fancy prices, but hove to realize a fair 
profit. 


A MEETING of fruit-growers is to be 
held some time in next Julv under the 
auspices of the State Board of Horti- 
culture to consider the question of fruit 
tariffs and make recommendations 
thereon to Congress. There is little 
doubt that, if the horticulturists put 
their head together, they will make a 
strong showing in favor of retaining the 
present tariffs. Whether these are re- 
tained as a protection or ‘for revenue 
only’* makes little difference, as long as 
they are retained. If the Democratic 
Congress should reduce them materially 
it will strike a savage blow at the pros- 
perity’of California. The New York 
importers will. of course, make a strong 
pull for reduction, and the fruit-growers 
will have to fight hard if they expect to 
get any consideration. 


Tae reports brought by telegraph 
from day to day of the closing cf banks 
in various parts of the country betoken 
a general weakening of confidence 
financial matters, which is greatly 
be deprecated, since there is really no 
adequate cause for it. The failure of 
both the Chemical National and the 
Columbia banks in Chicago was due 
mainly to a rush of depositors for their 
money. It appears that the assets are 
sufficient to pay all demands. The 
modern theory of banking does not con- 
template thata* bank is to-be called 
upon to pay all it owes at once, and the 
soundest institution might be snowed 
under by a panic-stricken rush. The 
public should bear these points in mind 
and avoid such flurries. ©

Topay the stockholders of the Azusa 
Irrigating Company will vote on a prop- 
osition to issue $80,000 in bonds for 
the completion of the irrigating system 
which is already wellstarted.

Tue Legislature of Massachusetts has 
passeda law providing that all wagons 
constructed during the three years 
next following the passage of the act 
having four wheels and without springs, 
using any public highway in the State 


carrying a load of more than 1800 


and less than 3000 pounds, shall have 
tires at least three inches wide. When 
the load exceeds'8000 and is less than 
6000 pounds the tires are to be not 
iess than four inches wide, and for a 
load ofmore than 6000 pounds they 
are to have a width of at least five 
inches. If any vehicle hung on springs 
carries more than 3000 pounds it must 
have four-inch tires, and the same is re- 
quired of two-wheeled carts, while if 
the latter carry more than a ton the 
tires must be five inches wide. The 
bill further provides that all vehicles 
now in use must be altered to conform 
to these requirem®nts, and fixes a pen- 
alty ranging from $5 to $20 for in- 
fringements of the law. Here is a 
movement for good roads that will 
make Col. Pope rejoice. 


NatmaN Strauss, who undertook 
during the last winter to sell a certain 
amount of coal at cost in the regions of 
New York City occupied by persons of 
small means, furnishes some interesting 
figures as to the enterprise. In all 
some fifty-three thousand tickets were 
sold, of which 20,501, at 5 cents, pro- 
cured from twenty to twenty-five 
pounds each, and 18,933, at 10 cents, 
procured from forty to fifty pounds 
each. These, it will be seen, embraced 
about four-fifths of the tickets sold; 
they called for rather more than one- 
hajf the coal sold’ The prices were 


calculated on the basis of the 
cost of the coal ($5 for 2240 
pounds,) without the labor of 


distributing. Mr. Strauss reports that 
the ‘‘patrons were the thrifty, orderly 
and self -respecting laborers, their wives 
and children,’ and he adds: ‘The ex- 
periment has demonstrated emphatic- 
ally that within the crowded districts 
there are many thousands cf men and 
women who shrink from receiving 
charity, but who gladly aud gratefully 
avail themselves of every opportunity 
to make their scant carnings go as far 
as possible.’ 


Tne Pacific Rural Press gives the true 
cause for the depressed and unprofita- 
ble orange market this season in the 
following paragraph: 

Indiscriminate shipping appears to 
have been one very serious trouble in 
bringing about the present unsatisfac- 
tory condition of the orange market. 
Individual consignments have _ been 
made to Eastern and other points with- 
out regard to their needs, and without 
inquitw as to whether or not stocks of 
fruit there were large orsmall. The 
remedy is a strong orange-growers’ 
union and a central shipping-point, or 
several shipping-points working in har- 
mony. Itis not necessary to attempt 
to create an abnormal demand for or- 
anges by starving the market, but ship- 
ments can be properly and legitimately 
regulated. 


Pror. S. P. Laneiey of the Smithson- 
ian Institution has devoted seven years 
of study and $50,000 for the comple- 
tion of. the air-ship, with which--he. 
hopes to solve the world’s greatest 
problem... His efforts represent the 
highest scientific thought ever brought 
to bear on the subject of aerial naviga- 
tion, and the best devised mechanism. 
The world will be gratified to know 
that he is today surer of the feasibility 
of aerial navigation than when he first 
began his experiments. The air-ship 
will be the next great step in human 
progress, and it is possible that that 
step is soon to be taken. 


District AttorNeY DiLton has given 
a clear-cut opinion of consequence 
to a large number of taxpayers, 
and of especial interest to Mr. R. F.

SAN LUIS 


The Formal Re-dedication of the 
Old Mission. 


Church Dignitaries and Others from 
Los Angeles Attend. | 


Solemn and Impressive Services in 
the Restored: Chapel. 


Three Novitiates Invested With the Robes 
of the Francitse Order—Pictar- 
esque Seenes at the Grounds— 

A Thunhder-storin, 


Last Wednesday morning ,there 
alighted from the train at Oceanside a 
company of frairs just from Mexico 
escorted by Rev. Father O’ Keefe. 
They were bound for ‘Qhe Missioh San 
Luis Rey, where has ¥en established 
again, after an éxile of fifty years, a 
seminary of the Franciscan order, The 
friars were accompanied by three 
novices, Mexican boys, who have been 
sent up to San Luis Rey to be edu- 
cated. Itis against the law to have 
these seminaries in co, hence the 
order has established t novitiate at 
San Luis, where novices will be trained 

Father O’Keefe conducted the new- 
comers to the mission, where they were 
received by the venerable Father Al- 
varez, who embraced them according to 
the custom of the church on such o0ca- 
sions, welcoming them to their future 
abode. The friars were Fathers J. G. 
de J. Alva, commissary-general, .or 
superintendent of the Franciscan col- 
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The Mission San Luis Rey. 
leges of Mexico; A. Tigeareno, secretary 
of the colleges; Ambrése Malahehar, 
P. Ocegueda, B. de J.» Martinez. The 
novices were F. J. de la Hos, Manuel 
Rijo and Andres Guerro. in 

The superintendent and secretary 
will return to Mexico in a few days, the 
others remaining permanently at San 
Luis Rey. ’ 

Yesterday the formal dedication of 
this restored mission occurred, and a 
number of f.os Angeles people, includ- 
ing church dignitaries and members of 
the Association for the Preservation of 
Missions, went down on Thursday 
evening in order to witness the inter- 
esting event. A numberof San Diego 
people also came up, so that the South. 
Pacific Hotel, at Oceanside, where pas- 
sengers leave the train for San Luis 
Rey. was crowded with guests) ‘‘More 
people than we ever had here before,”’ 
announced the hospitable proprietors, 
as they bustled around trying toar-" 
range sleeping accommadations for all. 

Atanearly hour yesterday morning 
everyone was astir, and at 7 o’clock 
the anxious crowd was ready to start 
for the old mission. By previous ar- 
rangement conveyances were at hand, 
ani by 7:30 the visitors were off. In 
one canvas-covered carriage were 
Bishop Mora, Very Rev. Father Adam, 
V. G.; Rev. Father Meyer, of St. Vin- 
cent’s, and Kev. Mr. Dye, secretary. 
In animprovised ‘‘fqur-in-hand”’ (irawn 
by two horses) were the members of 
the Mission Association, members of. 
the Catholic choir from..San. Diego, 
who had come upto render the music, 
and one or two visitors—thir- 
teen in all—an unlucky number, and so 
it proved, as after events will show. 
Two or three other conveyances also 
joined the'‘procession, and as José, the 
Mexican driver of the four-in-hand, 
cracked his whip, the wagon dashed off 
over the hills in the directionof the San 
Luis Rey Valley, the reyerend fathers in 
the lead. Over the rolling hills, yellow 
with mustard blossoms and gay with 
the singing of larks. the procession 
wound, the line being constantly in- 
creased by private conveyances con- 
taining residents. of the valley, bound 
also for the mission. 

Winding down the valley following 
the course of the rivey, the mission 
walls rose in view against the back- 
groundof a misty sky. Immediately in 
front isa large two-story frame build- 
ing where the friars reside. Already 
the Indians and Spaniards of the sur- 
rounding section had arrived, and the 
first picturesque sight was‘*thatof a 
trio of old Indian women who sat in the 
sand against the pillar of one of the 
arches. Father O'Keefe, clad in 
the coarse brown cowl, and stole 
of the order, came out, his ruddy 
face beaming with smiles ofs we'- 
come. For an hour the visitors ram- 
bled about the courts and corridors of 
the mission and thronghthe old ceme- 
tery adjoining, where liethe bones of 
many good saints, long, sitice gone to 
their reward. Ofthearched colonnade, 
which originally surrounded the court 
of three acres and gave that air of 
grandeur which distinguished the mis- 
sion as the grandest of them all, but 
broken fragments remain. No attempt 
has been made to restore any portion of 
the immense building save one ‘arm, of 
the cross, in which form it was built. 
Here the roof has been ceiled over on 


the interier with plain scautling 
and an altar erected with can- 
opy and hangings. The sanctuary is 


neatly carpeted, and the tishop's throne 


atthe leit is forgéous with crimson 
hangings. The choir gathered in the 


organ loft above the entrance, gaining 
it by means of the well-worn and much 
broken steps outside, and gradually the 
worshipers slipped in and past the cur- 
ious throng to the front of the sanctu- 
ary, where they: knelt on the earthen 
floor. A Spanish mother with her two 
little ones, kneeling on a blanket at one 
side made a picturesque group; the old 
Indian women, one of whem remem- 
bered when the mission .was first 
dedicated, eighty years ago, came 
in from, the sand and. sunshine 
to squat- on the earthen floor and 
witness again the rededication of 
the sacred place. By and by the 
wealthy Spanish worshipers began to 
assemble, coming with rich rugs, prayer 
cushions, and clad in rich habiliments 
and joined the humbler ‘worshipers, 
kneeling to their devotions, pot on the 
dirt floor as did the ethers, but upon the 


rich rugs and gay blankets, ,Shortly

‘| carved from brawn wood, 


before 10 o'clock the tones of the organ 
pealed through the cathedral and the 
choir began singing in exquisite man- 
ner Farmer’s'mass. The tapers on the 
altar were lighted, vases of beautiful 


flowers were placed about them, afd” 


presently the procession 

men entered the cathedral, 
the three novices,.yet in citizen's 
attire. They were followed by Bishop 
Mora; the friars, clad inthe gray habits 
of their order and station; Rev. Father 
Meyer, Rev. Father Alva, and the other 
priests. In the altar .was Very Rev. 
Father Adam, V.G., the celebrant of the 
mass. The bishop‘at once took his plate 
on the throne, and at his right was 
Father Alvarez, who might have been 
taken for St. Francis himself. Rev. 
Father Meyer was master of ceremo- 
nies, Father Alva, deacon, and Rev. Mr. 
Dye sub-feacon. During the mass. the

choir rendered Haydn's ‘Agnus Dei,”™ 


and at its close Rev. Ambrose Malahe- 
har preached the sermon from Ezekiel 
xl., about the forty years exile of the 
Jews and their final return as pre- 


}dicted by Ezekiel—a strikingly appro- 


priate theme for the occasion of the 
restoration from exile of half a century 
ofthe Franciscans who return again 
through the commission of the Pope and 
Bishop Mora. 

At the conclusion of the discourse 
Secretary Tiscareno read the installa- 
tion documents from the Pope and 
bishop, thus formally taking possession 
of the mission property in the name of 
the institution of the San Luis Rey 
Mission. 

The final ceremony was the investing 
of the novices with the robes of the 
order. The gray habits were placed 


before the altar and blessed, and one 


by one the boys,.the youngest of whom 
Was scarcely yet in his teens, were 
endued with the garb which is hence- 
forth to be their habit. The yiew from 
the organ loft was one long to be re- 
membered, and here the photographers 
gathered, being allowed this privilege 
through the unfailing courtesy of 
Father O’Keefe. The altar at the 
distant end of the cathedral, with its 
blazing tapers, its swinging censers, 
the group of priests clad in the rich 
vestments, the friars in their gray 
habits, the red and pdrple hangings, 
the kneeling worshipers in front, the 
Mexican women with babies in their 
arms kneeling devoutly, their stolid 
faces looking as though they might be 
the swarthy 
faces of the Spanish people who stood 
or* knelt in the graceful posings so 
entirely natural to the race—all these 
combined to make up a picture to stir 
the heart of the camera itself. 

At theclose of this ceremony of in- 
vesting the novices, the Te Deum, to 
the music of the Roman chant, was 
beautifully sung by the choir leader, 
and, wnen the glad strains of Mendel- 
sohn’s ‘‘Wedding March’’ pealed out, 
the procession of priests, friars and 
novices moved slowly out of the church, 
and the dedication ceremonies were 
over and the Mission of San Luis Rey 
was alive again. | 

The visitors proceeded without delay 
to rifle the lunch baskets, and for the 
time being spiritualawe and reverence 
gave way to sharpened human appe- 
tites. The Los Angeles crowd climbed 
into their three-story wagon, where 
numerous boxes and baskets of provis- 
ions were stowed away, the priests were 
taken care of by Father O'Keefe and 
the Indian women were induced by a 
few coins to entertain the crowd 
with a dance. At first they seemed* 
to have some difficulty in deciding 
whetherto dance the german or the 
Virginia Reel, but finally compromised 
ona heel-and-toe schottische. Mean- 
while dark clouds were gathering and 
ominous mutterings of thunder were 
heard, while occasional] flashes of light- 
nirw*thot along the sky. The idea ofa 
possible thunder-storm in California 
was ridiculed by some of the knowing 
ones, while the more cautious East- 
ern-born people began to look 
dubious and to suggest a ‘speedy 
return Oceanside. Just as the 
crowd finally agreed to start, 
and José cracked his whip over the 
horses’ heads, the rain began to moder- 
ately descend. The warning was 
heeded, as umbrellas were in the minor- 
ity, wraps were not, and of blankets 
there was but one. José urged his 
team forward, and the wagon rolled 
and rattled down the descent leading 
from the mission, whose walls faded in 
amistofrain. The taliy-ho had not 
proceeded far when matters began to 
assuine a serious aspect indeed. The 
rain poured mercilessly, and it was not. 
many minutes before every passenger 
was thoroughly dren¢éhed—and still it 
poured and the thunder rolled and the 


lightning played and the _ horses 
dashed on over the slippery adobe 
roads. Whenthe ascent from the Val- 


ley began, however, troubles increased. 
The grade was so steep, the roads so 
slippery for the shoeless hoofs of the 
horses, and the heavy wagon ‘with its 
load of thirteen people so burdensome 
that it became evident that it was well 
nigh an impossibility for the horses to

haul the wagon up the slippery heights. 
Then the laughter of the crowd turned 
to serious consideration. It was urani- 
mously agreed that the man from Oak- 
land, who completed the fatal number 


of thirteen, was to blame for the 
bad luck. If the apostolic num- 
ber had been preserved, some of 


the party argued, the result would not 
have been so disastrous. Evidently the 
unlucky thirteenth one was responsible 
for the trouble, so he, with all his mas- 
culine confreres, was promptly thrown 
overboard, and the puffing, sweating, 
steaming horses were whipped and 
urged up the steep ascents by the faith- 
ful José, the women of the crowd mean- 
while clinging to’the board seats, and, 
with theirstraightened bangs, drenched 
clothes and general woe-begone air, 
presenting a view which was simply ir- 
resistible to the Kodak fiend. By and 
by, asthe roads became stickier and 
more slippery and the ascents steeper, 
it ‘became evident that the wo- 
men too, must get out and walxto ease 
upthe load. And so, a mud-bedraggled 
procession, they climbed the slippery 
heights.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


Talk of Another Road in the 
| San Joaquin. 


The. Jollification at Santa Monica 

is Still Going On. 
The Southern Pacifie’s Movements in 
San Fernando Valley. 


The Excarsion to the Wharf—East-bound 
‘Travel Becoming Lighter—Gen- 
~ eral Local and Personal 
Mention. 


It was stated in Tue Times several . 
weeks ago that the Southern Pacific 
Company hada corps of surveyors en- 
gaged in the work of running a line 
from Burbank through the San Fer- 
nando Valley, following nearly the same 
route previously surveyed by the Loe 
Angeles Termina! Railroad people. The 
engineers have completed their prelim- 
inary labors, and, it is understood, the 
right-of-way for the branch road has 
been about all secured. Whether the 
company really intends to build through 
the valley immediately, or is only occu- 
pying the field to keep out the Terminal, 
remains for time to tell. The valley 
will yield much additional traffic to the 
road, and if the construction is 
finally carried over the Coast range of. 
mountains to Hueneme a better route to . 
Santa Barbara and beyond will be ob- 
tained. The long visit of Chief Engi- | 
neer Hood to this section, attributed to 
his needed presence near the big wharf 
at Santa Monica, may also have some- 
thing to do with the proposed new road 
through the San Fernando Valley. 

TNE STOGRTON-BAKERSFIELD ROAD. 

The San Francisco Examiner of Thurs- 
day has this piece of information, 
which, in some respects, looks familiar: 

Barry Baldwin and J. S. Leeds are inter. 
viewing some ofthe capitalits of Stockton, 
Fresno and Bakerstield asto their willing. 
ness to coéperate with tbe merchants of 
San Francisco in building the proposed 
roadfrom Stockton to Bakersfield. What 
encouragement the gentlemen are receiv. 
ingis not known, as they do not care tc 
talk about the matter until they get through 
with their canvass. They have aiready 
made a canvass among the local capitalists 
and merchants, andthe results have been 
such that if the moneyed people in the Sar 
Joaguin Valley do proportionately as well, 
they say that the road will certainly be 
built. 

They are endeavoring to secure $1,000, 
000 before attempting to organize’a com. 
pany, and men like Daniel Meyér, Attorney 
Preston, John J. Doyle and Messrs. Magee, - 
Babcock and Dunham are assisting themin — 
thework. Withthe above sum subscribed 
they think $2,500,000 more could be raised 
by issuing bonds. This $3,500,000 will, it 
is estimated, be ample to build the road and 
operate steamboats in connection with it 
from Stockton to this city. 

When E. L. G. Steele and his associates 
in the scheme for building a road to Salt 
Lake City ceased their labors on account 
‘of a misunderstanding with the Traffic As- 
sociation they had coliccted in the form of 
pledges $800,000. By the failure of the 
scheme these pledges became worthless, 
but an effort is being made to have the 
same parties give the same assistance to 
the San Joaquin Valley project. The fact 
that some of Mr. Steele’s associates fav- 
ored the building of local lines before 
patting a road through to Salt Lake has 
made it easy for the Traffic Association to 
get some of those people to assist the new 
scheme. . 

Some of the latter have already sub- 
scribed various sums on the condition that 
$1°000,000 be raised and that the capital 
stock, or a majority of it, be placed ina 
trust so as to prevent it from falling into 
the hands of the Southern Pacific Company 
or its friends. 

\Arumor is current that the Santa Fé 
Company may be expected to aid the new 
enterprise, and use it as an entrance into 
The Traffic Association 
people, however, deny that they are asking, 
or contemplate asking, the Santa Fé’s as- 
sistance. Tneir idea is to have the line 
owned and controlled by the merchants of 
this city andthe San Joaquin Valley, so 
that they can regulate its policy in the in. 
terest of low freight rates to and from this 
city. Once the road is built to Bakersfield, 
they think it quite possible that the Santa 
Fé might see fitto build trom Mojave to 
Bakersfield, and arrange to have its, trains 
run to Stockton. | 

The fact that the Southern Pacific has 
three lines in the San Joaquin Valley does 
not indicate, in the minds of Baldwin and 
his associates, that the road would not sus- 
tain itself. A new road built economically 
will, in their opinton, be more profitable at 
low rates than the Southern Pacific's lines 
because of their heavy bonded debts. 

RAILROADS IN GUATEMALA, 

Francisco Silva Barrios, cousin to 
President Barrios of Guatemala, who 
was in San Francisco yesterday, said to 
a reporter that his country is very pros- 
perous at the present time, It is also 
entirely peaceful,s and the outlook is 
for uninterrupted prosperity and the — 
carrying out of many important enter- 
prises. The greatest of these is a mag- 
nificent system of railroads, which 
shail reach out from Guatemala City to 
Port Tomas, Port Livingstone and other 
places on the Atlantic coast, and also 
reach to the north and south. 

‘‘In all there will be about three thou- 
sand miles of road,’’ said he. ‘This 
looks like a great deal for Guatemala, 


_| seeing that itis but an average State 


in size, but President Barrios ,is con- 
vinced that such a. system will do more 
than anything else for the development 
of the country, and therefore intends to 
push it to completion’’as fast as pos-. 
sible. As yet we are only just getting 
fairiy*to work on it. 

“The coffee crop this year is one of the 
greatest ever produced. The coffee is 
worth $32 a quintal, and as there are 
over one million quintals the value is 
upwards of $32,000,000, which is an 
immense sum for one kindofcrop.

A Complicated Case Before 
Judge Wade. 


The Kansas Street Improvement | 


Company Sued. 


‘The Plaintiff Wants Judgment for 
$46,915.63 and a Settlement. 


Cc. B, Holmes on Trial for Forgery—Ac- 
cused of Offering a Fraudulent Doc- 
ument for Filing qn Release 
of a Mortgage. 


In Department Three yesterday Judge 
Wade was engaged in hearing the case 
of James Smith and J. W. Hughes vs. 
the Kansas Street Improvement Com- 
pany, which involves considerable 
real property in Pasadena. Altogether 
the case is a complicated one. Some- 
time along back in the wane of the 
- boom days the plaintiffs and defend- 
ants, according to the former’s plea, 
associated themselves together under 
the name of the Kansas Street Syndi- 
cate for the purpose of buying, selling 
and improving real estate in the city of 
' Pasadena, and subscribing sums of 
money for that purpose. The subscrip- 
tion of the plaintiff, James Smith, was 
made for himself $3000, and the te- 
mainder in consideration, $8000, being 
subscribed by him as trustee for the de- 
fendant, Margaret T. at 
her request. For the purpo con- 
ducting said business the members of 
the syndicate appointed James Smith, 
one of the plaintiffs, and R. P. Gahr 
and C. C. Boynton, two of the defend- 
ants, as trustees for the syndicate, 
with authority to purchase and con- 
tract for the purchase of real estate in 
Pasadena for the benefit of the mem- 
bers of the syndicate, the same mem- 
bers to share therein in proportion to 
the amounts severally subscribed. 

After the time of the organization of 
the syndicate, for the purpose of more 
convenientlyéconducting the business, a 
corporation under the name of the 
Kansas Street Improvement Company 
was duly organized. After the organ- 
ization of the corporation the 
trustees of the syndicate assigned 
and transferred to the corporation 
all of the contracts of purchase made 
by them. The capital stock of the cor- 
poration was fixed at $250,000, di- 
vided into 2500 shares. All of the 
money contributed by members of the 
syndicate, $47,650, had been exhausted 
in the payment of expenses of the syn- 
dicate, and the corporation, for the pur- 
pose of raising money to meet the lia- 
bilities in the year 1888, levied two as- 
sessments upon the subscribed stock of 
said corporation, each for the sum of 
10 per cent. of such capital stock, upon 
the first of which assessments $8510 
was collected and $830 upon_.the sec- 
ond. The plaintiffs allege that the 
stock in said corporation -having been 
subscribed only by the members of the 
syndicate, and by each only to the 
amount of his subscription and payment 
to the syndicate, and the ostock so sub- 
scribed being less than 25 percent. of 
the capital stock of said corporation, it 
became jmpossible to enforce assess- 
ments upon the stockholders or to raise 
any more money thereby for the pur- 
pose of liquidating the indebtedness of 
said corporation upon said contracts, 
and that all money realized upon said 
assessments was by voluntary payment. 
The value of real estate to be purchased® 
having declined to such an extent that 
it became impossible to realize, either 
_ from sales of on loans, by , resolutions 
duly passed and adopted, the plaintiffs. 


were authorized and directed to nego- | 


tiate with several parties, from whom 
the syndicate had made purchases, for 
an adjustment of their claims by -pay- 
ing, or securing to be paid, out of their 
individual means, such sums as might. 
be agreed upon between themselves und 
the venders under contract, and 
upon such settlement to take con- 
veyances of the lands described 
to themselves for their secur- 
ity. It is ‘then alleged that the 
lands’ and premises which have been 
conveyed to them as aforesaid are held 
by them in security for the moneys paid. 
and the liabilities assumed by them per- 
sonally in the compromise and adjust- 
ment of contract liabilities of the syn- 
dicate and corporation, and that by 
reason thereof the said members of the 
syndicate, as well as_ the said corpora- 
tion, are interested therein, and neces- 
_sary parties thereto,'and .are liable to 
the plaintiffs, as members of the syndi- 
cate, for the amounts paid and incurred 
by them, but are entitled to have the 
property so conveyed to these plaintiffs 
applied in reduction of said ability 
either by charging these plaintiffs with 
the presnt cash value or by the proceeds 
of a sale thereof under a lien now held | 
by plaintiffs. The prayer of the plain- 
tiffs therefore was that they have judg- 
ment forthe sum of $46,915.63, with 
interest from September 30, 1890, and 
that it be decreed that they hold title 
to the lots and parcels of land conveyed 
to them as security, and for their indi- 
vidual liabilities incurred therein, for 
the benefit of defendants, and that the 
said parcels of land be sold under the 
order of the court, and that the proceeds 
of which shall be applied to the costs, 
charges and expenses of the suit, and 
the remainder be applied in reduction 
of the sum due the plaintiffs, and that 
they also have judgment for the defi- 
ciency. Also thatthe defendants be 
barred and foreclosed of all right and 
equity of redemption of the land men- 
tioned, and that the purchasers be let 
into possession thereof on production of 
sheriff’s deed. 
The case will be continued today.

In spite of the approach of, what is 
usually known in [.os Angeles as ‘‘the 
dull seaSon."’ the real estate market 
keeps'up well. There is a good inquiry 
and sales are constantly being made. 
It is probable that the departure of Los 
Angeles people for the World's Fair 
will be more than counterbalanced by 
arrivals of visitors to Chicago who will 
extend their trip to the Pacific Coast. 
It goes without saying that many of 
these visitors will be charmed with Los 
Angeles, and will be tempted to buy a 
little ‘‘dirt,’’ either for investment or 
speculation. There certainly 
never been a better time to buy than 
the present, for every indication points 
clearly to a considerable advance in 
valnes next winter, based on a largejy 
increased legitimate demand. 

OUR POPULATION. 

The population of the city is in- 
creasing with gratifving steadiness and 
rapidity. The school census shows 
13,0838 children of school age, an in- 
crease for the year of about 850, which 
is more than half the increase of San 
Francisco. This shows either that 
large families are more popular here 
than in the Bay City, or that our pop- 
ulation is increasing much faster than 
that of San Francisco. The latter is 
doubtless the correct reason. Judged 
by the usual standard, this would give

AROUND REDONDO,

has been settling upslowly, but steadily, 
during the past couple of vears. On

crans has planted 100 acres of orchard, 
mostly peaches and apples, and some 
oranges. Around Gardena and Moneta 
a large area of orchard bas been planted. 
The Redondo Beach Company has set 
out nine miles of eucalyptus avenues, 
forty acres of orange orchard, a quan- 
tity of deciduous fruits and some 
lemons. It is possible that the Santa 
Fé Company will ’ere long run a branch 
froth Inglewood to San Land 
onthe McDonald ranch, this side of 
Redondo, will yield this year twenty 
sacks of barley to the acre and from two 
and a half to three tons of hay, without 
irrigation. Land between Los Angeles 
and Redondo is uneven in character. 
There are streaks of soil that is far 
from desirable, and buyers should inves- 
tigate before purchasing.

Two 
sources of supply are under discussion— 
one from the Providencia ranch and 
-the other from Saiedad. It is intimatet 
that $50 an acre fould be charged for 


000 acres ‘‘under our levels,’’ in Cali- 
fornia, the company owns a little tract 
of 1,500,000 acres in Sonora, between 
the Arizonaline and the Gulf- of Cali- 
fornia, where the ‘shore is 100 miles 
of Italian blandness and beauty, and 
will be in time, an all-the-year-round 
resert,’’ but this will not be handled 
until the Colorado Desert is put in good 
shape. It is free from taxation for 
fifteen years and can wait. 

From the above it will be seen that 
there is nothing small about the com- 
pany.

Even the paper of its blank form of ap- 
plication is water-marked ‘Colorado 
River Irrigation Company.’’ The di- 
rectors are New York and Denver mean. 
Among them are some good names, in- 
cluding John Straiton, of Straiton & 
Storm, New York, whois president. In 
an interview, published in a local paper 
on Tuesday, an engineer of the company 
is quoted as saving that the Denver cap- 
italists behind the scheme have &58,- 
000,000 subscribed tor it,, and that 
twice that amount will be forthcoming if 
necessary, but the prospectus intimates 
that the canal will be built asthe 
shares are sold. — 

‘Tus TiMEs is not prepared to say 
that the scheme is impracticable. Dr. 
Wozencraft advocated something of a 
Similar character many years ago, but 
in that case a great central basin was 
to be created by cutting in the gulf. 
There are many great difficulties to 
contend with. The Colorado is a tur- 
bulent stream, which sometimes runs 
very low, and at other times transforms 
a large portion of the Colorado Desert — 
much of which is 200 feet below sea 
level—into asea, asitdid a year ago. 
There is no question that fine and very 
early fruit can be grown on portions 
of the desert, but a large part 
of it consists of beds of shifting sand, 
| which is blown about in whirling clouds 
by tremendous Winds. Such is the 
velocity of the wind that the sand 
quickly eats away telegraph poles, and 
they have to be frequently replaced. 
There are nooks in the foothills and 
sheitered valleys on the eige of the 
cesert where these sand storms are not 
so severe, but any attempt to reclaim 
the desert in the wholesale manner out- 
lined by this company would appear. to 
be chimerical. Tue Times will watch 
the further development of this remark- 
able enterprise, and if it prove to be of 
a bona fide and practical! character, will 
accord to it all the credit which is due 
tosodaring an att€mpt to make the 
desert blossom. |

The lady expressed her 
matrimonial desires in a somewhat novel 
manner, and for the past few weeks her 
box at the postofiice has been fairly fiooded 
with letters, supposedly from ardent suit- 
ors. 

In some way this fact became Enown to 
the amateur detective above referred to, 
and for reasons as yet unknown this some- 
what precocious youth has devoted a con- 
siderable portion of each day for a week 
past toaso far vain attempt to learn ex- 
actly who the woman is who wants to get 
married. The voung man first acquainted 
himself with the precise location of the 
box rented by the advertiser, so that when 
he locates himself in his favorite position 
by the side of the telegraph pole opposite 
the postoffice on Raymond avenue, he can 
tell almost te a dead certainty when this 
particular box is opened. ® 

After the TimEs reporter had got onto the 
would-be detective’s game, he took occasion 
to have a talk with him. Contrary to the 
rules that ought to govern a good detective, 
the voung man grew confidential at once. 
He admitted that he spent several hours a 
day watching the postoftice for the simple 
purpose of looking out for the person who 
might call,for the mail in box 333. 

“My plan he explained, watch 
until a woman calls for mail near this box. 
I note her appearance, and, assoon as she 
leaves, I run across the street, look into 
box 333, and, if the mall is gone, I have 
only to follow the woman home and find 
out alli care to know about her. Easy? 
why it’s the simplest thing in the world.” 

The young man, refused to disclose his 
purpose in wasting so much time in busi- 
ness like this.

Mr. Armour of 
Chicago said recently that the best invest- 
ments he had made were not in- pigs, lum- 
ber or wheat, butin boys and girls. Money 
contributed to the Children’s Home Society 
is carrying out this idea, not by being spent 
on private or public buildings and grounds, 
but in placing the t&nfortunate boys and 
girls in familes, where they become legal 
members of some of the best families in the 
State.*’

Judge Smith in Department One yes- 
terday morning rendered, his decision 
on the motion for a new trial in the 
Bentley case,-setting aside the verdict 
of guilty brough: in by the jury, and or- 
dering that a tcw trial be given as 
prayed for. There is one sentence that 
contains the gist of the whole opinion, 


and thatis when tle Court says: ‘To 
take away @Man'siife or incarcerate 
himinp the State's prison for life on 
such a state of the case as this (mean- 


ing the evidence produced) would be to 
uverride every safeguard the law has 
thrown around huinan life. and convict 
on a mere gul€ss. not even raising it to 
the dignity of @ probability.”’ 

When the decision was announced the 
defendant was brought in, accompanied 
by his attorneys, and the habitues of 
the courts, hearing that the important 
ruling was to be nade public, crowded 
into the room and listened intently to 
the reading. 

By way of explanation Judge Smith 
offered frequent oral comments, but in 
the main these were not needed, as the 
phraseology was decidedly clear and 
distinct. The opinion touches almost 
every questionaiic point in the case, 
and defines the limitations in unmis- 
takable terms. lie document isas fol 
lows: 

The defendant is acchsed, by the infor- 
mation, of Murdering his wife by means of 
strychnia poison. After atrial extending 
over ten days the jury, upon twenty or 
twenty-five minutes’ deliberation, returned 
a verdict of guilty of inurder in the first 
degree, and fixe his punishment at im- 
prisonment In the State prison for life. A 
motion for a new trial was interposed, 
based apon various grounds, only three of 
which are urged by counsel in the presen- 
tation of the motion, as follows: 

First—That the jury were ailowed by the 
officer in charge tu separate. 

Second—Im pri per statements of the Dis- 
trict Attorney and his associate in their ar- 
guments to the ury. 

Third--That the verdict of the jury is 
contrary to the evidence. 

On the first aluve named cause, that the 
jury were allowed to separate, it must be 
observed that such separation was during 
the trial, and betore they had retired to 
consider their verdict. The” separation 
complained of ocusisted in their sleeping in 
different rooms atthe St. Elmo Hotel.

ines, Without notice to -he other party, re- 
Inains Supposed to contain poison, or a phy- 
siclan is taken by one party, also without 
notice to the other party. to visit a patient, 
Whose sanity is in dispute. Insuch cases 
as these expert testimony is open to pecul- 
iar suspicion. Where notice of such obser- 
vations to the opposing interest is practica- 
ble, then such notice shouid be given. It ts 
also the dutv of experts to secure ang use 
ali available materia!s and opportunities of 
diagnosis; and, if they do not, their testi- 
mony is secondary, i. e.. is not the best that 
could be obtained, and. on this ground, if 
not rejected by the Court, should. be sub- 
mitted to the jury with many cautions.” 
Now, when it is remembered that the two 
analyses of the stomach and liver of de- 
ceased by Chemist Hance, were both after 
the arrest of defendant, the force of Whar- 
ton’s observations quoted above, as applica- 
bie to this case, will be seen. Mr. Hance 
analyzed the stomach and its contents to- 
getoer; this he should never have done. It 
was impossible from this mocte of analysis 


to determine if strychnine was in the coats” 


of the stomach (having been absorbed.) or 
simply in the juices of tne stomach. ‘He 
should have analyzed the kidneys: this he 
did not'\do.

detectives had possession of that house and 
trunk during that week prior to tinding the 
bottle of strychnine, it robs the circum. 
stance of the inculpatory inferences that 
might otherwise be attached to it. 

The hypothetical question upon which 
medical experts gave an opinion that it 
was death from strychnine puison, was not 
based upon the facts. It was as follows:

TheLand and Fruits! 


The Orange Market. 

Oranges are moving rather more 
freely. and prices are a little more sats 
isfactcry. but there is still room tor 
considerable improvement. The World's 
Fair has not yet influenced Chicago or- 
ders to the extent that was expected. 
The fact is that, on such occasions, an 
‘enormous amount of produce is dumped 
in from al! directions. ond the increased | 
demand from any point is thus, ina | 
measure. discounted. 


It is dificult to estimate how many | 
oranges are yet left toship. The or- | 
chards have been so much broken into | 
that it becomes a question of mere 
guesswork. Certain it is thata large | 
portion of the fruit now on the trees 


will never go forward, and the total 
shipments may not reach the estimate 
of 7000 carloads. 

Keturns have been received of a car-. 
joad of navels. shipped to England from 
North Pomona, and sold in Liverpool. 
The oranges netted $1.15 f.o.b. in Cal- 
ifornia. This was a fdir test, as all 
conditions were favorable. The fruit 
arrived in good condition, and foreign 
oranges were scarce. Yet the price 
realized cannot be considered satisfac- 
tory, as similar oranges were selling 
here at $1.75. It appears as if the 
English market cannot be counted on 
toa large extent, under present conti- 
tions. 

A dispatch from Chicago, dated the 
10th, states that the Marl Fruit Com- 
pany realized the following prices for 
California oranges, sold at auction on | 
that day: Fancy navels, $38.25 to 
$8.75: choice. $2.75 to £8.15; fancy 
seedlings, 82.15 to $2.75; choice, 
to $2.40. 

Until a short time ago, the two rail- 
road companies issued a daily bulletin, 
giving the number of cars o1: oranges 
shipped from various stations and their 
destinations. Shippers were thus en- 
abled to avoid sending too many cars 
to one point. This useful practice was | 
discontinued ostensibly because a ship- 
ping firm objectec, as, although no 
names were given, it Was an easy mat- 
ter to see whence the shipment went, 
when there was only one firm operating 
at a given point. The real reason, 
probably, was that the railroads did not 
wish to let the public make compari- 
sons as tothe business they were do- 
ing. It would be a good thing if this 
useful bulletin could be revived. 


The Orange-growers. 

The Southern California orange- 
growers held another meeting in Los 
Angeles on Tuesday, a full report of 
which was published in Ture Times on 
the day following. There was a good 
attendance, and much interest was 
manifested. There appears to be more 
prospect of a practical combination 
among growérs than at any previous 
period. A large amount of sense was 
evinced at the meeting, although some 
of the statements were rather wide of 
“the mark. The growers have had a 
~ Severe lesson, and -have evidently... 
come impressed with the absolute ne- 
cessity of sinking sectional feeling and 
working together for the common weal. 

The plan of organization which has 
been adopted is said to have worked 
well at Riverside, where it has been 
tried on a limited scale. It is proposed 
to commence selling just after the holi- 
days lighten the burdened orcharis, 
and follow the market up or down, just 
as Tus Times strongly recommended 
several months ago. If the growers 
will direct their chief exertions to find- 
ing gool markets for their fruit and 
avoiding gluts at one point rather than 
fixing an arbitrary price, their chance 
of success will be greater. In this con- 
nection the following extract froma 
circular issued by the Santa Clara 
County Fruit Exchange is pertinent: 

“The problem of marketing our com- 
ing product is NOt unsolvable, but it can 
be solved only by united action—not | 
united action in refusing to sell below 
an arbitrary fixed price, which is futile 
and foolish when the output cannot be 
controiled—but united action in con- 
centrating our fruit at the place and ig 
the form where and in which it will 
bring the most money. and in obtaining 
that accurate information of the mar- 
ket which individuats cannot afford” 

The only serious objection to the 
adopted _plan, entertained by many 
members, was the pooling of fruit, thus 
placing those who have more or less 
culls om the same level. It is claimed 
that this will deprive growers of their 
ambition to raise fruit of extra fine 
quality. Another question is that of 
advances. Some growers need all | 
their fruit brings as 500Nn as possible. 
The banks could, however, 
make liberal advances, as thev handle | 
the full returns, while charging interest | 
on the loans, 

The following letter. received by Tur 
TIMES, Contains some excellent obser:

‘There are places today, not so 
very far off, where oranges sell for 5 
cents each, others that have none. 
Again, each year the union should ap- 
portion the markets, giving sections 
here their district East.. For example, 
market Pomona fruit’ in Minneapolis: 
give Riverside to Kansas City and In- 
dianapolis. This will test the selling 
quality, and localities here can have a 
changed market each vear, while the 
plan followed a succession of years 
gives justice to all growers. 

One underlying cause of the break in 
our market due to the middle men has 
not been noted. I will call attention 
to the fact that the first orang2s grown 
were in the city of Los Angeles by Mr. 
Wolfskill. No finer oranges were ever 
eaten. Next came the San Gabriel 
fruit, the old Wilson orchard, L. J. 
Rose's. Don Pio Pico, at the Ranchito, 
had oranges in the sixties that were 
perfection. Riverside was not dreamed 
ot when Los Angeles had a reputation 
for the finest flavored oranges in the 
world. Riverside was established by 
men of means, who proceeded to im- 
prove their places, planting the finest 
known products of Los Angeles. Their 
oranges were good. but have never becn 
better in flavor than oranges grown 
in other localities—a fortunate cir- 
cumstance brought into their locality 
the navel orange. They were awav 
from the coast, with intense summer 
heat. They have had no black scale to 
amount to anything. They’ have used 


great caré in keeping ourall pests: The Mellish of Watton-said: - 
‘Our grape industry here is in its in- 


same care elsewhere would meet with 
the same results. With these fortunate 
circumstances attending orange-grow- 
ing, the natural consequence was a 
claimed superiority for the fruit. 
Middle men saw their opportunity. 
They all began to ship Riverside 
Oranges, and there grew to be two 
grades of fruit in the market, Riverside 
and Los Angeles. All the best oranges 
from Santa Ana to the Colorado River 
were marked Riverside, and all sour 
and poor fruit raised from the Colorado 
River to Santa Ana was shipped as Los 
Angeles. The consequence is Los An- 
geles fruitis of no value (marked as 
Los Angeles,) and Riverside hal an 
artificial value. 

Two years ago, when the frost in- 
jured the Riverside oranges, ‘‘the bot- 


tom fell out of the California orange. 


market.’’ Whv’? Because Easterners 
believed that all good oranges in the 
State were Riversides. When they 
were ruined California had only ‘‘Los 
4ngeles sour fruit.’’ and no one East 
So buvers have given or- 
ders for foreign oranges-on this ground. 
You could not prove to many Eastern 
people that there was a district outside 
of Riverside that raises good oranges. 
Hence, I think the supply should be de- 
livered in different markets from differ- 
ent districts here, and by actual proof 
establish the reputation that belongs to 
each locality. Any way is better than 
the present. Butthe combination must 
be one of all growers. The  trou- 
ble is, -everv believes’ in 
combination for everybody _ else. 
“He will stay outside and do 
better by himself.’ His plan will 
bring destruction toall. Just as with 
the cotton-growers in the South. Man- 


_ufacturers requested the cotton-grow- 
(ers to plant less acreage, and they 


would keep the prices up, as there was

‘As far as Southern California, which 
received little assistance, financial or 
otherwise, from the State board, is con- 
cerned, it muy be safely stated that 
Frank Wiggins. who has charge of the 
display, witl do the utmost possible 
with the means at his command, even 
if he has to lose a few more pounds of 
surplus flesh in the effort. 


Horticulture in Florida. 

A recent issue of the Florida Agri- 
culturalist contains an interesting re- 
portof papers read at a mecting of 
the Florida Horticultural Society. 
Some of the papers.throw considerable 
light on fruit conditions in that State, 
such as is not found in the boom litera- 
ture, prepared for outside circulation. 

There was along discussion on the 
subject of grares. Judging frotm the 
statements made, Florida grape-growers 
get prices fortheir fruit that make a 
California grower'’s mouth water. Mr. 


fancy. Last year we got nothing less 
than 5 cents per-pound for our grapes 
in half-bushel baskets, and we got as 
high as 15 cents. Weshipped to New, 
Orleans and Cincinnati. Those that we 
shipped to Cincinnati netted us 1235 
cents per pound. We commenced ship- 
ping in June and were through the 24th 

What would California fruit-growers 
think of getting from $100 to $300 a 
ton, net, for their fruit? It should be 
remembered that there are American 
varieties, which are considered mnch 
inferior to California table grapes. 
The latter do not appear to succeed in 
Florida. One grower said, at this 
meeting, that the Black Hamburg had 
matured for him, but it was not a com- 
mon thing for it to mature in that 
State. Another grower said: ‘It ma- 
tures vines in about two years for me, 
and then I take them up and replant 
them.’ A third grower remarked that 
the Black Hamburg was no good for 
that locality. 


Florida gets grapes into market early, 
which is a great advantage. It was 
stated that grapes could be put on the 
Eastern or Western markets’ three 
weeks earlier than from California. 


Concerning the figs the following re- 
marks were made: “I have experi- 
mented both with the drying and the 
preserving of the fg. I have lost some 
of the handsomest trees | fad on my 
place after they got three or four inches 
in diameter, by our late}freezes. There 
are several varieties that we cannot do 
anything with at all. The Celestial is 
the best one. Then we have one called 
the Italian thatis white and never gets 
colored at all. -It is a very good tig and 
makes @ very good preserve, but the 
trees are very slow to grow. With two 
or three other varieties all you have to 
dois to set them along by the fence and 
they will grow. J have some trees that 
are eightecn feet in diameter at the 
top, . 
‘The difficulty I find with the fig is 
that it is a fruit that you cannot shipas 
you take it from thetree. It will not 
stand any tgansportation. Then the 
question comes of drying. Ido not be- 
lieve that we will see any of them a 
success in Florida, from the fact that 
the laboris worth too much. The difi- 
culty of gathering them on the trees is 


the matter I stumbdte on. . 


“If we hadcto pay for labor to pick 
them there would be no chance for 
any profit. I do not believe that, as 
long as labor is as dear as it with us, 
we can that we can make a successof it. 

‘There is not a single fig. of the same 
quality as the caprifying fig that is 
raised in Florida, that will compete 
with other dried tigs that are put onthe 
market in the North. Our figs in Flor- 
ida are not stung by the gall insect, 
and therefore do not mature.’ 

Thus it will be seen that Florida hor- 
ticulturists have to contend with many 
disadvantages, as compared with Cali- 
fornians. On the other hand, they Nave 
the great advantage of low freights to 
the chief consuming sections. 

Ip the same issue of the paper is a 
statement regarding the horticultural! 
exhibit from Florida at the World's 
Fair. Florida made no official appro- 
priation for the fair, yet sent an exhibit 
of palms, oranges, cactus plants and 
construction: material for the booths 
which “filled fifteen cars. The display 
was made by private subscription, and 
was carried by the railroads free of 
charge almost the entire distance.

Tomatoes and Cancer. 
{Chambers's Journal.) 

An idea has gained currency during 
the past few years that the tomato as 
an article of diet is*tfable to prodtce or 
encourage the terrible discase of can- 
cer, and not long ago it was also stated 
that the tise of this- veretabie had been 
forbidden at the ‘cancer hospital. So 
widespread has this notion become that 
Dr. Marsden, chairman of the Medical 
Committee of the Cancer Hospital, Lon- 
don, has thought it advisable to give it 
official contradiction. He says that his 
committee has been inundated with 
letters on this.subject, and he begs pub- 
lication for the following statement, 
which we hope will settle the matter 
once for all. Itis the opinion of the 
committee ‘‘that tomatoes neither pre- 
dispose to nor excite cancer formation, 
and that they are ot injurious to those 
suffering from this disease, but, on the 
contrary, are a very wholesome articie 
of diet. particilarly so if cooked."’ 


Grape Syrup. 

Prof. H. & Van Deman, pomologist 
ofthe Department of Agrictiture, re- 
cently wrote to Johr §S. Dore of Fresno 
as follows: 


The overproduction of raisins has 
indeed become a serious matter, especi- 
ally to the growers, and we fully sym- 
pathize with you, and are anxious to 
assist in an effort to alleviate-the situ- 
ation. Three yearsago in my,,annuai 
report I suggested the manufacture of 
grape syrup with a view to this end. 
Other than this-I know of no published 
matter on the subject, except now and 
then a little-note in one of the papers. 

The*making of grape syrup has been 
conducted forthousands of years, and 
wasa staple article early Jewish 


times. lsee noreason why it. May not 
become equally popwlaf now’ in this 
country. -1 have tasted samples made 


in your State that are indeed excellent, 
but I think they could be improved upon 
by evaporating by steém heat or some 
of the best improved syrup ¢vaporators. 
The lighter colored the syrup can be 
made the better pricé it will bring. . 

I have tested it on the table. used as 
maple svrup is used, agd think it fully 
equal, although qufte different ia flavor. 
I have talked with some of the leading 
fancy grocers in this city, and they all 
say thatit could easily introduced. 
My idea is tq, have @ barrel sent toa 
very few of the best grocers in the large 
cities, and have bottles holding a pint 
filed, and on the outside an attractive 
label stating just what it is, where it is 
made, and from what variety of grape, 
where this is practicable, and presenta 
bottic to each of his best customers, as 
far as possible. The labels should also 
state what the syrup would cost per 
sallon, and then this sould be backed 
up with a carload ready tv be ordered 
and put on sale. 

All this would take some capital and 
some nerve, but you Californians have 
both, and if some such plan as this does 
not eventually prove a grand success 
then lam mistaken. You could use all 


of the surplus grape crop. 


We fing at our house thatdét makes 
delicious cakes or cookies, and [ think 
it can be produced an@ sold at a price 
that will warrant its use in this way. I 
think there might even be a chance for 
its exportation to Mexico and possibiy 
Australia, unless the grape-growers 
there catch on to the same idea. 

This is perhaps not such a letter as 
will do you much goed, but in the ab- 
sence of any specific information in a 
public form, { merely wish to encourage 
you, and to urge the practical applica- 
tion of some such ideas ‘@@ J: have just 
given. 


Sweet Corn Canning. 
{Rural New Yorker.}- 
Few industries have increased faster 
than that of sweet corn canning. Last 
year the enormous total of 84,745,886 
cans was reached, and even this hardly 
equaled the demand, In view of the 
fact that the best quality of corn sells 


ata great advance in price over -com-~ 


mon sorts, many farmers want,o know 
why they cannot mgke money by can- 
ning a first-rate quality of corn 
for private sale. he canning of 
corn and other products as now 
carricd on in. these large  estab- 
lishments is just as much a manufactur- 
ing enterprise as the making of cloth, 
of tlour, or any of the cther commodi- 
ties made from the raw materials pro- 
duced on the farm. The’ tendtncy of 
the times is more and more; toward the 
concentration of commereéial enter- 
prises; specialists arg doing more and 
more of the world's work. The differ- 
ent manufacturing operations are be- 
ing brought into fewer hands and car- 


ried on ou a more. extensive 
scale. This seems to. 
cessitated by the ° fierce. compe- 
tition which requires. the greater 


economy made possibic by the larger 
operations. Then these immense con- 
cerns have their established methods 
and means of sale, and can place their 
goods ou the market at a minimam of 
expense. In view of all these consider- 
( esn't it seem foolish for a 
farmer who can grow buta few, acres 
of any cf these products, at most, who 
knoWs nothing of the processes,of man- 
ufacture and the methods of ‘sale, to 
think of engaging in a business to com- 
pete with these old-established firms’ 
There is an “individual here and 
there who has onilt up a trade 
among a certain dine.,.of custom- 
ers on some special product, but-not one 
farmer ina thotigand cofld do it if he 
tried. There is one way in which this 
work can be done, and that is by codp- 
eration; a number of farmers might 
unite, but, in this case, a skilled mana- 
ger, who would practically control the 
business, must be secure@,. Such a 
manager is supposed to furnish all in- 
formation as to methods. Eatmers are 
cofperating in the mannfacttfe of but- 
ter and cHecse if creameries, and the 
same principles of work, and manage- 
ment tnmay be applied here, but for 
single individuals to undertal@ it is not 
feasible. 


Giant Eucalypt. 
{Joseph F. James in Sclence.] 

A recent article in Setence repeats 
the old idea, which has been frequently 
refuted, that the Scyuoia gigantea, or 
big tree of California, is the. largest 
It- has beeun.-shown many 
times that these trees are surpassed in 
both height and girth by the gum trees 
of Australasia. A large number of 
species is known, and many of them 
are mentioned in baron von Muelicr’s 
“Extra Tropica! Plants’? An extract 
from this book will be of interest, as 
giving the dimensions of some of these 
immensetrees. Of Eucalyptus amyydal- 
ina, itis said: 

‘In sheltered, springy, forest giens at- 
taining exceptionally to a height of 
over four hundred feet, there forming a 
smooth stem and broad leaves, produc- 
ing also seedlings of a follage different 
from the ordinary form of EB. awyqgdat- 
ina, which occurs in moreopen country, 
and has small, narrow leaves and a 
rough, brownish bark. ‘The former 
species, or variety, which has begn 
called Eucalyptus reqnans, represents, 
probably, the loftiest tree on the globe. 
J. Rollo, of Yarrayon, measured a tfee 
which was 410 feet bigh. Amother 
tree in the Cape Otway ranges was 
found to be 415 feet high agd 15 feet 
in diameter where cut in at 
considerable height above therground 
Another tree measured 60 feet in cir- 


cumference at the base of the stem; 
at 12 feet fromthe ground it had a 
diameter of 14 feet; at 78 feet a di- 
ameter of 9 feet; at 144 feet a diame- 
ter of A feet, and at 210 feet a diame- 
ter of 5 feet. Thus, ata height in the 
air exceeding the height of almost ev- 
ery North erican forest tree, this 
specimen had a diameter equal to 
most of our largest forest trees at 
the ground. Other trees are known with 
a stem circumference of 66 feet at five 
feet from the ground. Prof. Wilson 
ana,Col. Ellery obtained at Mt. Sabine 
a measurement of 21 feet 8 inches in 
diameter of a stem, where cut, the 
length being 380 feet. Col. Ellery had 
repeatedly reports of trecs seven ax- 
handles in diameter, and he met a 
tree on Mt. Disappointment with a 
stem diameter of 33 feet atabout four 
feet from the fround.’’ Other species 
also attain enormous size. Eucalyptus 
diversicolor is known to grow 400 feet 
bigh, and trees have been meas- 
ured 800 feet long withont a branch! 
Boards twelve feet wide can frequently 
oe obtained. £. yglobulus grows 8300 
feet nigh and furnishes ship keels 120 
feet long. E. obtiqna also attains 300 
feet in height and 10 feet in diameter. 
A note in a recent number of Garden 
and Forest mentions a tree in Victoria 
471 feet in height. 

The colossal size of the trees of this 
genus is not the only peculiar feature 
they possess. Some areof exceedingly 
rapid growth, and areat the same time 
very durable. Euciulyptus amygdalina 
for example, grew toa height of fifty 
feet in eight yearsin the south of 
France. E. citriodora grew twenty feet 


high in two yearsin a district subject. 


to protracted drought, and a trunk forty 
feet long and twenty inches in diameter 
only broke after a flexion of seventeen 
inches, under a_ pressure of forty- 
nine tons. E. corymbosa is very 
durable. fence posts that had been 
in the ground ‘for forty years 
showing hardly any decay. E. glub- 
ulus grew sixty feet high in eleven years 
in California, and in Florida forty feet 
in four years, with a stem a foot in di- 
ameter. The writer has seen trees in 
California, two years after planting the 
seed, twenty feet high; and the wood, 
although easily cut when green, be- 
comes almost as hard as iron when dry. 
In Guatemala it grew 120 feetin twelve 
years and had astem diameter of nine 
feet. Railwaysleepers madeof E. leu- 
coxrylon were quite sound after being laid 
twenty-four years. Piles driven for 
a whating jettv in 1834 were taken out 
in 1877 perfectly sound, although the 
water swarmed with teredo. This was 
E. marginata. Still more remarkable 
is the fact that some species withstand 
excessive heat and also a »considerable 
cold. E. microtheca, for example, re- 
sists a temperature of 18° F. in France 
and 154 F. in Central Australia. Be- 
sides serving as a timber tree, many 
species of eucalyptus are used medicin- 
ally, producing a volatile oil very use- 
fulin treating various infectious dis- 
eases, like scarlet fever, especially 
when applied externalty. Grown in 
malarious districts, they possess the 
power of purifying the dir. Alto- 


gether, the genus is classed as. one of’ 


the most remarkable inthe whole world. 


Horticultural Notes. 

Tort Times received another 
lengthy epistle from ‘“‘A Grower.’’ As 
this correspondent persists in attribut- 
ifg to Tue Times statements made by a 
San Diego correspondent of a Minne- 
apolis paper, it is useless to pursue the 
discussion further. ‘‘A Grower’’ be- 
lieves that a union could handle the fruit 
at about 22 cents a box. 

There are about two hundred million 
acres of uncultivated land in India, not 
including forests. On much of this 
land trees could be planted, which, with 
a little care and expense at first, would, 
in a few years, afford an abundance of 
fuel, and later on a wealth of excellent 
timber. 

Machinery is being used in some 
parts of the State for gathering prunes, 
grading them, etc., the cost of a com- 


plete outfit being about $1000.--- + 


Fruit-packing is an art not very diffi- 
cult to learn, but requires a good 
teacher, coupled with patience and ex- 
perience. . 

A new fruit company has been incor- 
porated at San José, caltledthe Ander- 
son Fruit Company. The capital stock 
is $250,000, and the objects of the 
company are to buy, pack, can or 
otherwise preserve fruits, and to deal 
in land, plant orchards, ship and sell 
fruits. 


PESTS AND DISEASES.

The Frosted Seale, 

A prune twig infested with a scale in- 

sect has been sent to Tur Times from 
Ontario. The scale on the -twig is 
known as the frosted scale Lecanium 
pruinosum. It was first described 
about two years ago, and thus far is not 
known to occur outside of this State. 
It attacks a great variety of deciduous 
trees, including the apricot, prune, 
peach, cherry, apple, pear and walnut. 
Only one generation is produced each 
year, the eggs being deposited during 
the months of May, June and July. 
These hatch out in from two to three 
weeks after being laid, and the young 
scale insects settle down upon the 
under side of the leaves, which they 
puncture with their beaks and feed 
upon the sap. Before the leaves drop 
in the autumn, the young scales, desert 
them and take up a position on the 
tender twigs, where they remain dur- 
ing the remainder of their natural 
lives. 
, Although these scales have never been 
known to cause the deathof a tree, still 
they not infrequently, occur in such 
large numbers as to seriously interfere 
with its growth. As stated above, only 
the young scales are to be found during 
the winter season, and as these are 
much more easily destroyed than are 
the eggs or the full grown scales, the 
best time for attacking this pest is dur- 
ing the winter months. A wash that 
has given very good satisfaction in de- 
stroying this pest is composed of thirty 
pounds of resin, nine pounds of canstic 
soda (70 per cent. strong) and four and 
one-half pints of fish oil, the whole 
to be boiled until it will dilute readily 
with water, after which a sufficient 
quantity of water shouid be added to 
make 100 gallons in all. This should 
only be uned upon the infested trees 
after the leaves have fallen, and the 
sooner that the wash is applied after 
this hastaken place. the better will be 
the results obtained. Where only a 
few trees are infested, a wash made 
from common, hard, brown laundry 
soap, used at the rate of one pound of 
the soap dissolved in three gallons of 
water, will prove nearly as effectual as 
the one described above.

Shorthorn cattle, the most meat upon 
those parts that furnish the best meat, 
and to obtain early maturity and rapid 
growth, that he may get a better price 
for his lambs. 

The breeder who earnestly strives 
for this wijisoon learn that he must be 
a skillfuland a careful feeder also, or 
he will not attain to his ideal. It used 
to be an old saying that ‘‘thoroughbred 
stock required a thoroughbred man to 
giye thoroughbred care.’’ This is true 
with sheep, and when we say thorough- 
bred we mean, in this case, at least, 
not bred from pure blood, but bred for 
a certain purpose, and that purpose 
should be mutton or lamb. The carcass 
should be made the prime object, and 
the best crop of wool will be found 
where the best meat is, upon each 
breed, or upon a cross-bred.

A Little Tiff Detween Property-owners on 
Ocean View Avenue Over 8s Pro- 
posed Cut—Street Improve- 
ments Recommended. 


The Board of Public Works met yes- 
terday morning.

An Urgent Appeal for Assistance for San 
Unemploved. 

The following circular jetter received 
from the “Headquarters of San Fran- 
cisco Unemployed,’ and signed by L. 
C; Fry, secretary, explains itself: 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 5. 1893. 

Dear Sir: A copy of the inclosed appeal, 
certified to by a notary public as to the 
number of names subscribed, is sent to the 
honorable Board of Commissioners of the 
World's Columbian txposition and the 
on of your city 

fe‘do not wish to impeach the well- 
known generosity of the citizens of San 
Francisco. There is but one interpretation 
we place upon their action--simply inabil- 
ity to respond to our appeal. This, we be- 
lieve, is attributable to a financial, strin- 
gency and hasiness depression. 

The presence of 35,000 Chinamen, living 
in horrible filth in our midst, increases 
greatly the already threatening possibility 
of an invasion of Asiatic cholera. 

Those competent to judge assert that 
“Chinatown, which occupies several squares 
in the heart of San Francisco, threatens to 
become at any time the source of an epi- 
demic disaster which will appall_ the 
-world.”’ 

This foul blot on San Francisco exists in 
a. of the health authorities of this 
city. 

In Chinatown every hygienic law is vio- 
lated. With such a breeding-place there is 
as great, if not greater, reason to appre 
hend an invasion of cholera from the West 
as from the East. 

The contributions sent us will not be dis- 
tributed as alms. The funds so raised will 
be used to employ labor to place San Fran.

Where Beggars Thrive. 


[Edith M. Day in Lewis & Dryden's Railway 
and Marine Gazette.) 


Chief among the many puzzling ques- 
tions with which my childish mind 
whiled away the weary half hour of a 
Sunday morning sermon was the exist- 
ence of beggarsin Bible days. I pic- 
tured Palestine to myself asa land of 
temples, tombs and gardens, inhabited 
by beggars and Pharisees. Born and 
reared in:the-prosperous West, poverty 
such a the scriptural tales suggested 
was to me a thing as vague. as the hell 
of the same records—a fairy tale far 
more unreal than the sleeping palace 
or the caves of Aladdin. Now, the puz- 
zle is solved. I have seen poverty; I 
have been to Mexico; I understand Pal- 
estine. lcanalmost believe in a horned 
Satan and fire and brimstone. 

To a casual observer Mexican poverty 
is extremely picturesque. It is not an 
imitation of respectabitity such as the 
humblest American will attempt, but it 
is humanity in rags and nakedness, too 
often in sores, almost always in dirt. 
There, begging is a trade, the occupa- 
tion of all the poorer population. Beg- 
gars infest the railroad stations at the 
interior towns, and.a motley array it is. 
They are of all sexes, conditions and 
ages, with and without sores, the lame, 
the halt andthe blind. Babies in arms 
holding out a dirty little hana fora 
‘‘centavo,’’ old women, young women, 
healthy little boys, crippled grand- 
fathers all whining to the same tune in 
their mongrel Spanish, ‘‘For the love 
of God, seliorita, give me a cent.’’ 

Give them cents! I poured them out 
uponthem. Never had acopper seemed 
of so much value. I luxuriated in their 
delight. I bought out the porter, the 
newsdealer and the conductor to satisfy 
the want that never could be satisfied; 
for there isa friendly feeling among 
these unfortunates, and when they find 
one who will give, they spread the glad 
tidings among @ll their class, and, in- 
deed, I suspected them of having dis- 
covered some peculiar way of telegraph- 
ing the information to the next station, 
so besieged was I for charity. 

Some tourists who had been in the 
country before endeavored to impress 
me with the fact that I was encourag- 
ing idleness, but who would not be idle 
when the sun was hot and water a 
luxury and even for labor money was 
not forthcoming. They must live. To 
live they must eat, and it seems to me 
that in the more desolate portion of the 
country, to eat, they must beg. 

Very picturesque were they seen 
from the car windowin the soft gloom 
of the Southernnight, their darx eyes 
gleaming like stars under their quaint 
hat, or still more primitive head dress, 
their white teeth glittering as the musi- 
cal Spanish rippled forth in compli- 
ments calculated to appeal to the gen- 
erosity of the sefiorita, who seemed to 
them a small-sized providence. In 
the cruel glare of the’ sun de- 
fects became evident, and one saw the 
coarseness in the squalor and dirt, still 
never did they cease to be poetic. They 
harmonized so perfectly with the back- 
ground of cloudless sky, antique build- 
ings and tropicalverdure. There was a 
beauty. even-in their very ugliness 
which was a plea for their existence, 


and in remembering the pleasantest 
journey of mylife I shall always have a_ 
very tender recollection of the beggars | 
of Mexico.

They Contain One Hundred and 


Twenty Fine Horses. 


—— 


The Famous State Creams and Blacks 
the Queen’s Delight. 


The Two Noted Colors Ranged Back 
to Back. 


The Gorgeous Harness of Red Morocco— 
The Queen's Favorite Landau and 
the Jabilee Carriace -Postil- 
lions and Outriders 


‘Lonpox, April 24.—Among the many 
sights of Londonmj the royal stables de- 
serve to rank high, and yet, oddly 
enough, comparatively few people avail 
themselves of the permission—which 
can be had on application—to see over 
them. ; 

It is true that Londoners usually 
know less about the sights of the town 
than foreign visitors or country cousins, 
but a visit to the royal! stables is so en- 
joying, especially to lovers of animals, 
that it is surprising that they are almost

past work and only takes the mildest 
exercise for healtit’s sake, The Prin- 
cess never forgets her favorite Ersilla, 
and her comfort is secured for the few 
remaining years that she has to live. 
Next to Ersilla stands ‘Louis, a beaati- 
ful black, who is honored by the prefer- 
ence of the Princess Louise. The 
princesses, however, no longer ride in 
London, though they still enjoy a gallop 
inte country. Her Majesty, too, still 
takes an occasional ride at Balmoral, 
but the sober old animal that is re- 
served for her use is. not kept in Lon- 
don, and, indeed, none of the horses at 
the stables have carried the queen. 

The most striking of the stables is 
that containing the tate creams and 
blacks, for it alone has a donble row of 
stalls, the Dlacks being ranged down 
one side andthe creams on the other. 
It isthese latter that are specially fa- 
vored by Her Majesty, and which 
always draw her on state oceasions: 
the blacks are used for similar ceremo- 
nials by the Prince of Wales. George 
I was the first to use a team of creams 
in England, for they are of a Hano- 
verian breed, but when* Napoleon an. 
nexed Hanover he also annexed the 
creams, which were not seen again in 
England until the King of Hanover prey 
sented eight to Her Majesty. The 
other Gecrges used -blacks, while 
William, IV had a team of beautiful 
white horses. But although the breed 
was originally a Hanoverian one, it has 
now entirely died ont there, and when 
a year or two ago it was thought desir. 
able to procure some new animals for 
stud purposes, and Her Majesty's vet-

Although the stables cannot boast of 
much architectural beauty, they are 
quite ideal as stables. They are built 
round a huge quadrangle, which opéns 
on one side into the Buckingham Palace 
road, and on the other into the palace 
grounds; indeed, they are overlooked 
by the quaint little summer-house, built 
on an incline on the borders of the lake, 
which is a favorite resort of Her Maj- 
esty-.when she happens to be staying 
at the palace, and where it is her cus- 
tom to take tea if the afternoon is suffi- 
ciently warm. Perhaps she likes to 
look down and watch the horses without 
the trouble of going round the stables, 
for though during the life of her hus- 
band she was a very constant visitor, of 
late years she has but rarely becn scen 
there. Her last-tour of inspection took 
place about eight years ago, when she 
was.wheeled through each stable and 
coach-house in her garden chair and 
evinced great interest in her former 
favorites. : 
| Of course the stables have been 
greatly altered since they were built by 
George IV, nearly seventy years ago, 
and they are now perfect with every 
modern improvement. The exquisite 
neatness would strike anyone unused to 
large stables with amazement, not a 
straw is out of place, and no speck dis- 
figures the brick or stone floor. 

Over 120 horses are kept at the 
stables, and during: the season when 
royakvisitors are at the palace or in 
Londotythey have a fair amount of 
work, especially the carriage horses, 
which are more numerous. They are 
splendid beasts, many of them bred in 


erinary surgeon went overto buy them, 
he came back empty-handed. 


There are ten of these horses now at 
Buckingham Palace, most of 
were bred at Hiampton Court, including 
two young ones which are still un- 
tamed. The Queen always chooses the 
names for the famous creams, and the 
tendency of her mind is to give them 
imposing titles, such as Sovereign and 
Emperor. It is not surprising that she 
is proud of them, for they are most 
beautiful creatures, all perfect horses, 
with flowing manes and tails a few 
shades deeper than their coats in color. 
Their coats are full of wonderful lights 
and have a silky softness of texture 
more resembling plush than the hair of 
an animal. This is, no doubt, owing to 
the fact of their never being clipped. 
They are very strongly-made horses, 
some might even call them clumsy, but 
a few facts as to the harness they carry 
willshow the necessity of having a 
powerful build. | 


The gorgeous harness of red morocco 
which is used by these horses was orig- 


inally made for -fV;-though-he+ 


never used it. The leather is almost 
covered with exquisitely chased gilt 
metal work, and altogether the harness 
is as Magnificent asetas can well be 
imagined. Nocollar is used, it being 
all breast harness. The bridle and bit 
alone weigh sixteen pounds, as against 
the ordinary two pounds, and the whole 
set weighs 140, a heavy weight fora 
horse to carry in addition to a jostillion, 
and the creams often become restive 
under their burden, although they 
scarcely go beyonda walk. ‘The state 
harness-room is quite a show, for the 
harness is keptin glass cases round the 
chamber. 

In addition to the set of red harness 
for eight horses there is another set for 
a pair, larger and even more imposing.

When the Queen goes abroad she 
usually takes one or two of her landauns, 
which are even more cumbersome than 
the majority ofthose built. But she 
does not take the creams; possibly she 
fears to take them out of England from 
a superstitious fear of the fate which 
befell! those belonging to George lI, or 
possibly itisthat they are not good 
travelers. They are spirited beasts 
and often very difficult to manage when 
fretted by the weights of the state har- 
ness. And yet they have had the same 
training as the other royal horses, who 
all go througha regular course of noises 
to accustomthemto hear every form 
with an unmoved front.
